I must loll you of our visit to the 
Protestant cemetery to aco the grave 
of John Howard Payne, tno immor- 
tal author of "liume, Stvoet Home." 
This niiiu who never knew (ho joys 
of real home died alone and iinbappy 
in this far-off land. Wu culled upon 
our Americau coutui at Tunis, who 
told us some inlercaling ^hings in 
connection with the last yeart of our 
unfortunate countryman,iwh6 dt^d lu 
the same room in wh>h we were then 
silting. 

In a small inclosuro, planted wllh 
eypreas trees, and thn ; in' with high 
wallB, we found thia' 'qtilot resting 
pjaoa of Ihe dead, among many tombs 
of foreign conauls, Knglish, Gtrman 
kiid other nationalities. Our atten- 
tiiiii was drat atlracted to tho plain 
white inhrble tlab, retting on asijuarti 
loui|d<U)ov,«nil.ioi;«irb!ing by an Im- 
nienae pepper tree whose graceful 
branchet reminded uaof ibe weeping 
willow of our own land. Wo stood 
with uncovered hoada at wo road the 
simple iiiseriplion :
